A Woman and Three Children Cre­ 
mated in a House Near 
Gull River. 
News has just been received here of 
a horrible fatality which occurred 
about four miles west of Brainerd at 
11 o’clock this forenoon in which fonr 
people lost their lives. Mr. Farrel, 
who broug ht the news into town, said 
that Georg e Cramer and his brother 
left their house near Gall River this 
morning for their work in the woods 
about a mile distant.

When 
i.ear enoug h to see their fears were 
confirmed, and when they arrived the 
tire hud done its work, the roof and 
sides of the building having fallen in. 
Mr. Cramer's wife and three children 
were nowhere in sig ht and upon 
searching among the ruins of the 
building their charred and blackened 
bodies were found close to where the 
stove stood. 
There seems to be considerable 
my stery connected with the awful 
catastrophe, as it seems almost im­ 
possible that the woman and her 
children should all perish in the flames 
in broad day lig ht when all were up 
and around, and Mr. Farrell, who 
came direct from the place, was id 
quest of the coroner to investig ate the 
matter.

a poor person recently applied to him for 
relief, and stated that the so cieties either 
co uld no t or would not afford the desired 
aid, the banker disg uised him self as a pau­ 
per, w ent to several of the ’‘charity ” offices 
and asked fo r succor. 
The replies varied o nly a* to the actual 
form o f the declinatio n; the practical re­ 
su lt w as tbo sam e in every case. 
In one 
instance an official draw ing a fat saiar^ 
o ut o f the co ntributio ns, intended fo r just 
such as the applicant waa suppose« ! to be, 
ordered him to ‘‘g et o u t.” 
W hen po sitive 
refusals were no t g iven there w as so m uch 
“ red 
tape,” w ith the co nsequent delay 
prelim inary lo the rendering o f help, th at a 
person m ig ht easily have starved to death 
before aid co uld be o btained, even if it 
chanced to be g ranted eventually .

actu ally 
cam e 
under 
Mr 
Drey er's o bservatio n. 
The banker also asserts that wo m er, 
qressed in silk s and satins, g o abo ut the 
city o f C hicag o so liciting charity w ith 
g reat perseverance. 
T heir teal ia easily 
ex plained by Mr. D rey er's disco very that 
they receive a stated co m m issio n for thia 
work, and th at m any o f them m anag e to 
m ake it y ield a g o o dly income. N aturally , 
after siftin g thro ug h the hands o f a few 
“ philanthro pists” o f th is ty pe, the am o unt 
o f m oney o rig inally subscribed has ithrunk 
considerably when it reaches the no m inal 
beneficiaries. 
A s A result o f his o bservatio ns Banker 
Drey er w an ts the charitable so cieties of 
Chicag o, w hich are suppo rted by sub­ 
scriptio n either in w ho le or in part, to be 
investig ated. 
He w ish es to g et to g ether a 
co m m ittee o f rich men w ho can afford to 
devo te the necessary tim e to the m atter. 
By m eans o f personal applicatio ns in dis­ 
g uise for charity and o ther devices these 
g entlem en w ill be enabled, it is believed, 
to anno unce to the public the nam es of 
tho se so cieties w hich are w o rthy o f su p­ 
port. 
T his plan is intended to have the 
effect o f w eeding o ut tho se o rg anizatio ns 
w hich are o nly no m inally and no t actu al­ 
ly charitable.

E. S. Preyer Is a prominent banker of 
Chicago. Ile is very rich and employs 
mach of his wealth in the gratification of 
his philanthropic inclinations. It is said 
that ho gives away between $25,000 and 
$10,000 a year in charity. H itherto mach 
of this sam has been donated in the fora 
of annual subscriptions to societies. B ut 
Banker Dreyer has discarded this plan 
As benevolent as 
he is—and there is 
no man in Chicago 
who gives with a 
more willing heart 
—he is neverthe­ 
less one of those 
hardheaded busi­ 
ness men who like 
to see money go 
where it is intend­ 
ed to go. 
He does 
not like to feel 
that only about 
one-fifth 
of 
the 
money he tries to 
give in chanty Is 
really 
expended 
upon 
the 
poor. 
But that is how he did feel, and he de­ 
termined to ascertain for himself by actu­ 
al personal investigation. As a result of 
his experience he has withdrawn his an­ 
nual sit Inscriptions from most of the socie­ 
ties, and is now engaged in doing good ti. 
las own way. 
Mr. Dreyer'a method for ascertaining 
how the so called ‘‘charitable” organiza­ 
tion* were conducted was novel ami in 
keeping with the great business perspicac­ 
ity which has brought him wealth. 
When 
a poor person recently applied to him for 
relief, mid stated that the societies either 
could not or would not afford the desired 
aid, the hanker disguised himself as a pau­ 
per. went to several of the ‘‘charity” offices 
and asked for succor. 
The replies varied only as to the actual 
form of the declination; the practical re­ 
sult was tho same in every case. In one 
instance an official drawing a fat salary 
out of the contributions, intended for just 
such as the applicant was supposed to be, 
ordered him to "get out.” When positive 
refusals were not given there was so much 
"red tape,” with the consequent delay 
preliminary to the rendering of help, th at a 
person m ight easily have starved to death 
before aid could be obtained, even if it 
chanced to be granted eventually. One 
such case 
actually 
came 
under 
Mr. 
Dreyer's observation. 
The banker also asserts that women, 
messed in silks and satins, go about the 
city of Chicago soliciting charity with 
great perseverance. 
Their teal is easily 
explained by Mr. Dreyer’s discovery that 
they receive a stated commission for this 
work, and that many of them manage to 
make it yield a goodly income. Naturally, 
after sifting through the hands of a few 
"philanthropists” of this type, the amount 
of money originally subscribed has shrunk 
considerably when it reaches the nominal 
beneficiaries. 
As * result of his observations Banker 
Dreyer wants the charitable societies of 
Chicago, which are supported by sub­ 
scription either in whole or in part, to be 
investigated. 
He wishes to get together a 
committee of rich men who can afford to 
devote the necessary time to the matter. 
By means of personal applications in dis­ 
guise for charity and other devices these 
gentlemen will be enabled, it is believed, 
to announce to the public the names of 
those societies which are worthy of sup­ 
port. This plan is intended to have the 
effect of weeding out those organizations 
which are only nominally and not actual­ 
ly charitable.

He was a carriage 
painter by trade, but worked only by fits 
and starts, and of late years his wife 
worked out as a domestic. Owing to her 
husband she could ndt keep her pinon and 
so joined Mrs. Teinott, a neighbor in the 
big tenement house at the corner of Com­ 
merce and Rim streets, in doing scrub work 
a t various resorts.

W ash in g to n , Jan. 27.—This governm ent 
to-day received a long message from Min­ 
ister Egan, conveying an oiler on the part 
of the Chilean governm ent (or the settle­ 
m ent of all existing difficulties with Hie 
United States. 
This message confirms in every particular 
the statem ents m ade in the exclusi ve Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatch received from Santi­ 
ago last evening, which stated that Chile 
I ad agreed to w ithdraw the offensive note 
sent by Senor Malta; to w ithdraw Its re­ 
quest for the recall of M inister Egan and to 
subm it the B altim ore affair to Hie arbitra­ 
tion of sonic neutral nation or to the de­ 
cision of Hie United States suprem e court. 
Mr. Egan states ti ie propositions at great­ 
er let.gth titan the press dispatch, but the 
exact additions cannot now be ascertained. 
There i? reason to believe, however, that 
the Chilean governm ent not only offers to 
w ithdraw tile offensive note, but in addi­ 
tion offers to apologize fur it. It also agree? 
to the positions taken by the United States 
in regard to the right of asy.urn and the 
safe condue' of re ugeea. 
Mr. Egan’s dispatch was subm itted to the 
cabinet at its meeting to-day. 
The entire 
question was discussed, aud it is under- 
Tstood that a difference o opinion was de­ 
veloped as to the propriety o f accepting 
the offer w ithout modification so far a? it 
related ty the subm ission or Ilia question 
of Chile’s liability for the attack on the 
tailors of the B altim ore to arbitration of a 
neutral nation or to the decision of tile su­ 
preme court. 
W ithout reaching a decision 
the meeting adjourned. 
The piesidcnt will doubtless com m uni­ 
cate Mr. Egan’s d i-patih lo congress, but 
will probably not do so for several days 
unless it is called fur by Hie bouse or sen­ 
ate.

“Pigs can see wind,” is a country 
proverb of some age. and is, perhap?, 
a tribute to the understanding of an 
animal 
that 
while 
nominally 
the 
stupidest of brutes is really one of tbe 
smartest. 
But anybody can see the 
wind if he will stand in tho right 
place, asserts the New York Recorder. 
They say that if you w ill hold abroad- 
bladed knife or any oilier piece of pol­ 
ished metai at a slight slant toward 
$he breeze and look along its windward 
surface you can see the air Cow up and 
fail off on the leeward side. 
Perhaps 
so. but you can see it for a certainty 
on the Western plains on an average 
summer day. 
When the sun is well 
up, say from noon until 2 o’clock, and 
the earth is getting pretty warm, tho 
heated air rises from the wijole coun­ 
try.

D erelict Vessel* T h a t Are F lo a tin g A bout 
In th s N o rth A tlantic. 
Two million dollars worth of ocean 


1 derelicts are now drifting about in the 
north Atlantic ocean in the direct path 
of the fast ocean steam ships carrying 
cargoes of human freight to and from 
Europe- 
The fact thint these vessels 
are lumber laden, which cargo keeps 
them afloat 
means a greater danger 
than if they were hopeless and worn­ 
out hulls. 
There are many wrecks 
along tho Jersey coast, especially in 
the vicinity of Cape Heniopen and 
Cape Henry. 
They are drifting with 
the current and gulf stream to the 
northward and will soon bo in the path 
of the ocean greyhounds. Not a single 
derelict has been towed into port for 
a year. 
The positions of these derelicts have 
been accurately determined, continues 
the Philadelphia Record. 
Their car­ 
goes are valuable, that of the schoon­ 
er W yer G. Sargent being the best 
Mexican mahogany. 
'This vessel was 
seen and boarded by the officers and 
crew of the schoolship Saratoga on 
her last voyage across the Atlantic, 
and u o u ll prove a rich catch for any 
prize crew that could bring her into 
port. 
I he drifts of these derelicts have 
been mo?t remarkable, 
the Sargent 
having been reported by nearly every 
vessel arriving in 
pork 
She was 
abandoned on March 31, 1891. and 
was last reported on September 20. 
In 125 days she made 1.900 miles. 
Originally left to her fate by her crew 
in latitude 43.50, longitude 74.05, slue 
was seen again on A p ril 9, 1831. 
In 
these nine days she drifted 8 > miles in 
an east-northeasterly direction. 
She 
was seen for the second time on April 
12. having been blown south-south­ 
easterly 20 miles. 
Twenty-two days 
passed, and sh e was fallen in with for 
the th ird lim e on May I. 
She soon 
caught the Jgul ’ stream, which on an 
average k e p t ber speed at the rate of 
50 3-7 m iles .per day, which is very 
lively drifting.

In company with his 
crew he had gone to that place and 
had gotten off the train about ten car 
lengths from the depot; the train had 
been cut in two and was backing down 
to the depot and as it came along he 
got on the front end and jumped off 
on the depot platform but slipped as 
he did so before he let go his hold of 
the hand-rail and was jerked off the 
platform in front of the moving ear 
and run ovor, being frightfully man­ 
gled, death resulting instantly. The 
remains were taken to West Superior 
and prepared for burial before being 
sent to Brainerd, arriving at the latter 
place at 8:40 last evening, where they 
were met by a large delegation of 
members of the Masonic order and 
friends, and conveyed to Lynch A 
Gallop’s undertaking rooms. 
The deceased was one of our most 
respected citizens and the grief and 
sorrow throughout the entire city was 
universal when the sad news was re 
ccived. He was a member of Ascalen 
Commandery, Knights Templar, of 
this city, and the funeral, which takes 
place Saturday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
from the Congregational church, will 
bo conducted under Masonic rites. 
The deceased leaves a widow to 
whom the sympathy of the community 
at large goes oat in her hour of great 
sorrow.

A poor person recently applied to him for 
relief, and stated th a t the societies either 
could not or w ould not afford th e desired 
aid, the banker disguised him self as a p au ­ 
per, w ent to several of th e “ch arity ” offices 
and asked for succor. 
The replies varied only as to the actu al 
form of th e declination; th e practical re­ 
su lt waa tho sam e in every case. 
In one 
instance an official draw ing a fat aalar, 
out of th e contributions, intended for ju st 
such as the applicant was supposed to be, 
ordered him to “get o u t.” 
W hen positive 
refusals w ere not given there w as so m uch 
“red tap e,” w ith the consequent delay 
prelim inary to th e rendering of help, th a t a 
person m ig h t easily have starved to death 
before aid could be obtained, even if it 
chanced to be g ran ted eventually.

actu a lly 
came 
und er 
Mr. 
D reyer’s observation. 
The banker also asserts th a t w om er, 
dressed in *iiks an d satins, go ab o u t the 
city of Chicago soliciting ch arity w ith 
g reat perseverance. 
T heir seal is easily 
explained by Mr. D reyer’s discovery th a t 
they receive a stated comm ission for this 
w ork, and th a t m any of them m anage to 
m ake it yield a goodly income. N aturally, 
afte r sifting th ro u g h th e hands of a few 
“ p h ilanth ro p ists” of th is type, th e am ount 
of money originally subscribed has sh ru n k 
considerably w hen it reaches the nom inal 
beneficiaries. 
As a resu lt of his observations B anker 
D reyer w an ts th e ch aritab le societies of 
Chicago, w hich are supported by su b ­ 
scription either in w hole or in part, to be 
investigated. 
He w ishes to get to g eth er a 
com m ittee of rich m en w ho can afford to 
devote th e necessary tim e to th e m atter. 
By m eans of personal applications in dis­ 
guise for ch arity and o th er devices these 
gentlem en w ill be enabled, it is believed, 
to announce to th e public the nam es of 
those societies w hich are w orthy of sup­ 
port. 
T his plan is intended to have th e 
effect of w eeding out those organizations 
w hich are only nom inally and not a c tu a l­ 
ly charitable.

rel—a t any ra te his voice w as h eard—then 
a scream of m o rtal agony and Mrs. T em ott 
rushed in.

Minister Egan Confirms the Report 
That Chile Is Sorry for 
ller Sins. 


She Now Repents Her Unseemly Con­ 
duct and W ill Ask Uncle 
Sam’s Pardon. 


W ashington, Jan. 27.—This government 
to-day received a long message from Min­ 
ister Egan, conveying an offer on the part 
of tbe Chilean government ior the settle­ 
ment o f all existing difficulties witii tiie 
United States.

“Pigs can see wind,” is a country 
proverb of some age. and is. perhaps, 
a tribute to the understanding of an 
animal 
that 
while 
nominally the 
stupidest of brutes is really one of tho 
smartest. 
But anybody can see the 
wind if he will stand in the right 
place, asserts the New York Recorder. 
They say that if you will hold a broad- 
bladed knife or any other piece of pol­ 
ished metai at a slight slant toward 
^he breeze and look along its windward 
surface you can see the air fow up and 
fall off on the leeward side. 
Perhaps 
so, but you can see it for a certainty 
on the Western plains on an average 
summer day. 
When the sun is well 
up, say from noon until 2 o’clock, and 
the earth is getting pretty warm, tho 
heated air rises from the wfioie coun­ 
try. 
'1 he dryness of 
the 
atmosphere 
seems to make it especially elastic, 
an?i as you look off toward the lior- 
izen it seems alive with vibrations. 
T hese lit le waves cause a stratum of 
aberration that amounts to obscura­ 
tion, so that you do not see things 
through them but only sky reflections, 
as on water, and as the bright blue 
color shows at the foot of the hills and 
woods it resembles a lake spread them 
with the hills and woods jutting into 
it as capes and dotted over it as 
islands. 
This is the famous mirage of 
the plains aud the desert that deceives 
raw travelers with a promise of water. 
If, 
however, the stratum of rising 
air has no bills behind it you can see 
tho wind blow through it because it 
sets it rij.piing and flowing and causes 
apparent distortion in tbe more dis­ 
tant ground surface. 
When tho day 
is warm, the heat reflection consider­ 
able and tho wind moderate you can 
see the air waves move as easily as 
you can see wheat b**nd before the 
breeze. 
The true 
mirage, 
which results 
from magnifying these conditions of 
rising air and a colder stratum and 
that brings objects into view that are 
below 
the lorizon—a phenomenon 
identical in process with the distortion 
that makes the submerged part of a 
stick seem to bend when it is thrust 
into w ater- this mirage is less often 
seen here than on the seaboard. 
And 
there has be -n some tali lying about 
it there. 
Next to the moon hoax there 
never was a bigger fraul than the one 
perpetrated on innocent believers by 
a man who ha? just been up in Alaska 
and who swore that back of Muir 
Hlacier was a permanent mirage re­ 
flecting tbe spires and roofs of a city 
in the sky. 
Some men said that there 
must bo a city hidden In an unexplored 
valley to the eastward, and all kinds 
of fairy stories about lost tribes and 
civilized Indians and treasure towns 
were invented to fit the ease. 
But one day a man who was ;>or.) in 
Bristol, England, saw the photograph 
of the city in the arr that the liar was 
exhibiting, and he recognized it as 
his native place.

D e r e lic t Ve*scl* T h a t A re F lo a tin g A b ou t 
in th a N o rth A tlan tic. 
Two million dollars worth of ocean 
derelicts are now drifting about in the 
north Atlantic ocean in the direct path 
of tiie fast ocean steamships carrying 
cargoes of human freight to and from 
Europe. 
The fact thsit these vessels 
arc lumber laden, which cargo keeps 
them afloat, 
means a greater danger 
than if they were hopeless and worn- 
out hulls. 
There are many wrecks 
along tho Jersey coast, especially in 
the vicinity of Cape lleniopen and 
Cape Henry. 
T hey are drifting with 
the current and gulf stream to the 
northward and will stxm be in the path 
of the ocean greyhounds. Not a single 
derelict has been to\v?id into port for 
a year. 
The positions of these derelicts have 
been accurately determined, continues 
the Philadelphia Record. 
Their car­ 
goes are valuable, that of the schoon­ 
er Wyer G. Sargent being the best 
Mexican mahogany. 
This vessel was 
seen arid boarded by the officers and 
crow of the schoolship Saratoga on 
her last voyage across the Atlantic, 
and woull prove a rich catch for any 
prize crew that could bring her into 
port. 
Ihe drifts of these derelicts have 
be-Ui most remarkable, the Sargent 
having o?en reported by nearly every 
vessel arriving in port 
She was 
abandoned on March 31, 1891. and 
was last reported on September 20. 
In 12.5 days she made 1,900 miles. 
Originally left to her fate by her crew 
in latitude 43. .50, longitude 74.05, she 
was seen again on April 9, 1891. 
Iri 
these nine clays she drifted 85 miles in 
an east-northeasterly direction. 
She 
was seen for the second tirne on April 
12. having b :ea blown south-south­ 
easterly 20 miles. 
Twenty-two days 
passed, and she was fallen in with for 
tho third time on May 4. 
She soon 
caught the Jgulf stream, which on an 
average kept her speed at the rate of 
50 3-7 m iles.per day, which is very 
lively drifting. 
1 he other wreck which mariners 
desire to avoid is the Norwegian bark 
Progress. 
Like the Sargent, she is 
timber laden. 
She was abandoned 
waterlogged and sinking. 
After being 
deserted she traveled east 1,200 miles 
when she was seen for the first time. 
The schooner W. I* White drifted 
all the way across the Atlantic and 
went ashore on th?* Bay of Biscay. 
ih e schooner \\. H. Bailey, which 
lately arrived at Providence, R. I , 
when one mile southeast of Fenwick's 
Island nearly ran over the hull of a 
wrecked schooner, keel up. The wreck 
sighted was that of an 180-ton schoon­ 
er and is directly in the path of all 
north and south bound vessels.

and merchandise is more than eight 
hundred a year. An evidence of the 
recent rapid growth of the traffic may 
be found in the fact th a t Joppa has 
trebled its population within the past 
thirty years. Tourists will be able to 
take a return ticket between th a t port 
and Jerusalem for 20 francs; and what 
is more, they will be able to do the 
journey in a far less time, with infin­ 
itely more safety than hitherto. The 
railroad managers expect a great rush 
of tourists to the Holy City from all 
parts of the civilized world.—New 
York Post.

A Sad Accident. 
News wa® received in this city yee- 
terday that Doglad McDonald had 
been instantly killed at Brule by the 
cars. 
Mr. McDonald was bridge fore­ 
man for the Northern Pacific road, 
and had been in their employ for 
many years.
